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ME. FARWELL EXPLAINS HIS GRIEVANCE. 
| IT'S ON THE DECREASE IN WASHINGTON. 


President Harrison and Cabinet Officers 
Offer Their Condolence. 


Wasmxorox, D. C., Jan. 15.—[Special.|— 
Senstor Farwell made many of his colleagues 
believe today that he would fight the con- 
firmation of Collector John M. Clark from 
start to finish. He talked with Don Cameron, 
Johs F. Jones, and several others of his 
friends. They didn’t profess to understand 
the merits of the case, but if a nomination 
had been made contrary to the wishes of the 
Illinois Senators they were ready to invoke 
“Sepatoriai courtesy” and defeat the 
nomination, The Senator, however, 
didn’t tell them that he proposed to fight 
confirmation. He -simply explained the 
grievance he had, and Senators who have 
similar grievances deciared it was a good 
case and he was entitied to ask the rejection 
of Mr. Clark. There is a suspicion that some 
of them have chestruts which they would 
like to see somebody else pull out of the fire. 
Senator Farwell said: 1 think it ought to 
be understood that Mr. Clark has been ap- 
pointed against the known wishes of the 
two Senators and the Representatives and 
the State Administramon of Illinois. That 
is certainly an. unusunl thing to do, We 
shall have to see about it.“ 

Senator Cullom was a trifle more conserva- 
tive than his colleague, though he reiterated 
his support of Mr. Campbell and of no one 
else The two Senators had a talk in regard 
to the situation, but Mr. Culiom wanted fur- 
ther time to consider before announcing 
what course he would take. Meantime some 
lively telegraphing is going on between Chi- 
cago and Washington. Both Senators today 
were in constant receipt of messages. Some 
of these were from politicians who were 
spoiling for a row and wanted the Senators 
to pitch right in while they stood 
back and held the sponges. There 
is reason to believe, however, that the tenor 
of most ot the dispatches received was in 
favor of the prompt confirmation of Messrs. 
Clark and Mamer. Tais was on the theory 
that, the business-men being satisfied with 
Mr. Ciark and the politicians, pleased with 
Mr. Mamer, it would be bad politics to give 
the Democrats in the Federal building an in- 
definite term ot office by holding up the nom- 
inatons made by the President. The com- 
plaint was emphasized in some quarters that 
| Campbell was the politician who should bave 
been appointed if the line had to be drawn be- 
tween politics and business. Neither Sena- 
tor, however, was willing to put it exactly 
in this way, for they did not care to give out 
by inference that they were not for Mamer 
just as heartily as for Campbell. 

The renege impression is that Senator 
Fail wishes in regard to Mr. Clark’s eon. 
firmation. Though the two nominations 
were sent to the Senate together they were 
referred to different committees and are 
therefore not likely to come before the Sau- 
ate at the same time. It is possible that the 
Senators will get an early report from the 
Finance Committee on Mamer and seek to 
have bim confirmed before Mr. Clark’s nomi- 
nation is acted on at all. But this is all specu- 
lation. 

It seems certain the ether Chicago nomina- 
ons will not be made until the Senate has 
acted on the two Collectorsnips. Repre- 
sentatives were around today looking up the 
chances of their constituents for Appraiser 
or Sub-Treasurer, as the case might be, but 
thay were not given to understana that they 
need be in haste to file indarsements. The 
probabilities are that the Sub-Treasurer will 
be from the country and the Appraiser from 
the city. 

Col. Ab Taylor found today that a good 
many of his fellow- Representatives sympa- 
thized with his grievances. He is not the 
only member of the House who has had a 
constituent appointed without the indorse- 
ment of the Representative being asked. In 
most cases like this the members have been 
overruled by Senators. When Mr. Taylor’s 
colleagues learned that be and Senator Far- 
woll were in the same boat they told the 
member from the First District that he ought 
to have no trouble in defeating the objection- 
able nomination.

Minnesota and the Two Dakotas, 

Sr. Pat, Minn., Jan. 15.—([Special.}—This 
is the coldest night of the winter in Minne- 
sota and the Dakotas. Every point making 
a report gives the temperature as below zero. 
At Laverne, Minn., the thermometer regis- 
ters 14° below zero and a cutting forty- 
mile wind is blowing; from the north- 
west. At Huron, S. D., the snow and wind 
storm is severe. Traffic on all railways is 
interrupted and the thermometer registers 
24° below zero. Brainerd, Minn., reported 
a strong north wind and all trains belated. 
Red Lake Falis has a sub-zero temperature 
of 28°, and engines drawing trains are pre- 
vented from keeping up steam by the ex- 
treme cold. At Canby the public schools 
were closed at noon to permit the children 
to get home ahead of a threatened blizzard. 
The wind is heaviest along the Western 
Minnesota border, where the snow is so bad- 
ly drifted that traffic is pretty well suspend- 
ed.

BRICE DECLARED ELECTED, 


The Ohle Legisiature in Joint Session 
Names Him ac Payne's Successor. 

Cotumsvs, O., Jan. 18.— [Special. — The 
last act constituting the election of Col. C. 8. 
Brice to the Ohio Senatorship was consum- 
mated in the presence of both Houses at high 
noon today. At 12 o’clock Sergeant-at-Arms 
Mortley appeared at tne bar of the House 
and announced the presence of the Senate 
for the purpose of participating in the joint 
session. The usual routine proceedings 
were then gone through with, the roll of the 
Senate and House being calied, after which 
the journals of each branch, showing the 
action taken and the vote cast for United 
States Senator yesterday, were read. This 
disclosed officially the fact that Calvin 8. 
Brice had received a majority in each branch, 
ana Lieut.-Gov. Lampson announced the fact 
and declared Mr. Brice elected to represent 
Onto in the Senate of the United States for 
the term of six years from March 4, 1891. 
The announcement was ted with ap- 
plause, if which the Republicans joined. 

Mr. Brice was escorted to the Speaker's 
stand by a committee and, upon being intro- 
duced by the Lieutenant Governor, spoke as 
follows: 

Gov. Lampson, Mr. Speaker, and Gentlemen 
of the General Assembly: While an extended 
speech from me would not be appropriate, I can- 
not refrain from acknowledging your kindness in 
asking me to come before you. as well as to ac- 
knowledge to you and trough you to the people 
that you represent my sense of deep obligation; 
and not only that, but my deever sense of 
Guty to the people whom I am to have the honor 
to represent in the Senate pf the. United States 
during the next six yeara. I pledge you, gentile- 
men, and through you those you represent, that 
to the best of my power and ability I shal! trans- 
mit unstained. as it has come down through a 
long line of Senators, the honor you have seen fit 
to bestow upon me. 

Lieut.-Gov. Lampson suggested that the 
Senators form in the central aisle and, passing 
out by the Speaker’s desk and around the 
south aisle, be A ger to the newly elected 
Senator. Mr. Brice stood on the elevation 
beside tne clerk’s desk, where he received 
the Senators and Representatives. The re- 
ception did not stop with the members. Alli 
the visitors in the lobby and many who came 
over from the Senate chamber and the vart- 
ous departments followed in the line and 
were presented to the Senator-elect ana the 
distinguished visitors. The reception lasted 
half an hour. . 


WEST VIRGINIA’s CONTEST. 
Nothing Yet Pone in the Matter of the 
Governorshte—Proposed Legi«tation. 

CHarLeston, W. Va., Jan. 15.—[Special. ]— 
The Legislature convened in special session 
today in pursuance to a call by the Governor 
to determine the Gubern@forial contest be- 
tween Gen. Nathan Goff and Judge A. B. 
Fleming. The joint legislative committee 
appointed at the regular session last winter, 
composed of two Republicans and three Dem- 
ocrats, will submit a minority and a majority 
report. The majority report is in favor of 
Fleming while the minority report is favorable 
to Goff. The tatter consists of nearly 200 pages 
of closely-written legal cap and is a compre- 
hensive résumé of the evidence before the 
committee. It shows a clear majority for 
Gen. Goff over Judge Flemmg, but what the 
Legislature will do in the matter cannot pos- 
sibly be anticipated at this time. 

The Democrats may railroad the majority 
report through and seat Fleming, but their 
course today seemed to indicate a purpose of 
fairness to both sides. The Republicans are 
on the defensive, but will go into joint ses- 
sion atuny time if the Democrats insist on 
it, although Senators Scott, Morrison, and 
Smith are absent on account of illness. 
Scarcely any business was transacted toaay 
further than to perfect the organization. 
The Democrats are now in caucus, but noth 
ing has been learned as to the nolicy they 
have determined upon. Gen. Goff and Judge 
Fieming are both here, but decline to express 
any opinion as to the final result.

The Senate in executive session this after} 
noon discussed for an hour and a halt the 
Russian extradition treaty, which has been 
pending for a long time, and finally recom- 
mitted to the Committee on Foreign Kela- 
tions. Senater Sherman, in presenting the 
treaty, said that the clause specifically set- 
ting forth that toe murder t or attempt to 
murder the Czar or any member of his fam- 
ily shall not be considered a political 
offense was still retained. To this clause 
objection was made by various Senators, 
the principal speeches bemg made by Sena- 
tor Eustis, a member of the 
Foreign Relauons, and Senator Teller. It 
was urged in support of the text of the 
treaty that the Czar and his family were en- 
titled to the same protection that it was pro- 
posed to accord to any one of his subjects. 
To this the rejoinder was made mat the text 
of the treaty without that special definition 
placed the Czar and peasant on the same 


level and afforded them the same protection.’ 


It was insisted by some Seuators that the 
clause of the treaty providing for the extra- 
diuon of persons charged wit! murder or 
manslaughter was broad enough to protect 
the Czar. It was not nedéssary nor just, 
they said, to hamper the courts in advauce 
by deciding for them that an attempt upon 
the hfe of a member of the Kus- 
sian royal family was not a politi- 
cal crime. They wanted that question 
left for .decision at the time the 
demand for extradition should be made. It 
is the impression that with the clause relat- 
ing to the Czar and his family eliminated the 
treaty will be ratified by the Senate. There 
was no objection to the clause which provides 
for the extraditon of persons charged with 
the malicious destruction of railroad or other 
property. | 
_ Consideration of the nomination of Thomas 
J. Morgan to be Indian Commissioner was 
postponed until next week. 


A special meetingwf the Senate Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs was held today to hear 
the views of the Naval Board of Policy, ap- 
pointed last summer by Secretary Tracy, to 
formulate and report a plan for the bullding 
of a navy to de commensurate with the dig- 
nity and power of the Nation. Commodore 
McCann, President of the board, Capt. Samp- 
son, and Naval Coustructor Gatewood did 
most of the talkmg, They approved in gen- 
eral terms the bill introduced by Mr. Hale 
authorizing the President to have construct- 
ed eight battle ships of from 7,500 to 10,000 
tons each, two armed coast defense 
vessels, three gunboats of 800 to 1.200 
tous each, and five first-class torpe- 
do boats. The bill appropriates 
$5,000,000 for construction and . 000, 000 for 
armament. The board, in ite report to the 
Secretary, will recommend tte construction 
of 102 vessels of different types and sizes, to 
be built according to the plan of the board 
in fourteen vers, and to cost, together with

Oleomargarine was tne first topic brought 
to the consideration of the House today, and 
this was brought about by Representative 
Hitt, who asked leave to make a personal ex- 
pianation. It wet noted that the gentieman 
from Illinois heid in his right hand a com- 
munication which he subsequently stated 
was a circular that had been scattered all 
over the Northwest amongdairymen. There- 
upon Mr. Hitt read che paper, which made it 
appear that he had introduced a bill during 
the present session of neress looking to 
a repeal of the Oleomargarine law. This 
circular was addressed to representa- 
tive dairymen throughout the country and 
urged the necessity of sending money to 
Washington to aid in defeating we lobby 
organized to secure the repeal of the law 
which now imposes a tax of two cents a 
pound oa oleomargarine. An emphatic de- 
nial was made by Ar. Hitt of the charge 
affecting him in the circular, and he further 
stated that not oniy had he not offered such a 
bill but inquiry of the Committee on Agri- 
culture showed that no such measure had 
ever been referred to that body. In conolu- 
sion the Illinois representative declared that 
he had been a consistent and persistent ad vo- 
cate of the bill taxing oleomargarine, and he 
bad no occasion to regret his action.

O’Sullivan retired to his bed within 
haif an hour after he had eaten his supper 
and bad nothing to say regarding how the 
first day of prison experience had affected 


him. 

O'Sullivan undouptedly takes his fate more 
to heartthan either of tne other two and 
will probably become a victim of consump- 
uon before he has served many months on 
his life term.

Retrimental except to the few favored interests 
to which it has been profitable. But as a whole, 
considering that it prociaimed a new era in 
which individuals and communities were to be 
protec from oppression and encroachment 
upon their common law rights, by giving them 
an adequate remedy in every case and no longer 
compelling them to depend upon so-called 
remedies that if resorted o even success- 
fully would be more destructive to their 
interests than the orginal wrong done 
them, and assuming that it will be amended 
from time to time, that the defects mate mani- 
fest by its prectical workings may be cured, 
when ascertained, a great and permanent good 
has been done. The railways mast be perma- 
nently controlled by law, and it is to be deplored 
that the power of the General Government was 
not earlier invoked and exercised. not only with 
reference to the operations, but respecting the 
construction of roads.

THAT NEW OPEN HEARTH STEEL PROCESS. 


Great Secrecy Observed by the Experts in 
Charge of the Plant. 

InpraNaPo.uis, Ind., Jan. 15.—[Special. | —T. 
S. Blair and F. Protaman— the latter one of 
the editors of tne Melallurgical Worid—the 
expert representatives of the capitalists who 
are interested in the new process of making 
open hearth steel, have returned to Indian- 
apolis after an absence of two weeks in Pitts- 
burg and have resumed the experimental 
work at the Premier Steel company’s plant 
here, with results, they say, that have been 
highly successful, Their operations are con- 
ducted with great secrecy, and it is apparent- 
ly with much reluctance that they will un- 
swer any questions regarding their work. 
Mr. Blair, who is the Superintendent of the 
small force of workmen at present employed 
in the mill, refused today to talk at all, al- 
though it was suggested to bim that steel 
manufacturers have regarded whe reports 
about the new process with some doubt be- 


| cause the information heretofore given to 


the public has been indefinite. 

In some particulars it appears that there 
has certainly been some exaggeration. The 
statement published at Pittsbure that the 
Premier Steel company has $15,000,000 back 
of u, if not wholly incorrect, is misleading. 
The company is a stock organization, and its 
capital is limived by the articles of Incor po- 
ration to $1,000,000. The operations in this 
city have thus far been conducted on a small 

e and have been surrounded with much 
mystery. Mr. Protzman says that the un- 
willingness of those interested to give more 
explicit information poout the process which 
is to revolutionize steel manufacture is be- 
cause it might de detrimental to their inter- 
ests if they should do so. This is not be- 
cause of any uncertainty of success, but be- 
cause certain patents which have not yet 
been secured in foreign countries might be 
interfered with by the publication of details 
prematurely. 

In reiterating the assertion as to the cer- 
tainty of the great success of the process he 
said: I tell you, and I say it deliberavely, 
that when our pians are in satisfactoryshape 
we will establish in Indianapolis the largest 
steel manufactory in tne world, There is no 
doubt in our minds or those of the capitalists 
interested of its success. Ine plaus for the 
enlarged works are complete and operations 
will be begun in from three to six weeks. 
After that there will be no further secrecy 
about the process. 


T. F. FOWLER RE-ELECTED PRESIDENT.

JURY REFORM—HOW NOT TO GET rr. 
As John Bright once remarked in regard 


to the progress of legal reform in England it 


would be as reasonable to expect a spider to 


destroy his web as to think lawyers would 
favor plans to facilitate proceedings in court, 
quicken and simplify the administration of 
justice, and reduce the gaing and fees of 
members of the bar. The is State Bar 
Association has just illustrated this truth 
by discussing and agitating impracticable 
schemes of legal reform while overlooking 
those easily within reach and which might 
be quickly attained if public attention could 
be concentrated on them instead of being 
diverted and drawn off in oiner directions. 
“How not to doit” appears to have been 
the real text on which was based the appeal 
for uniform laws in the different States on 
various subjects and the proposition to 
change the jury system by constitutional 
amendment, 

To secure uniform legislation in the States 
in regard to divorce, collections, and ad- 
ministration of estates would be a tremen- 
dous undertaking, not to be accomplished 
under the most favorable circumstances in- 
side a lifetime if at ali. The agitawon of 
such propositions is a waste of time and 
calculated merely to draw attention away 
from practicabie reforms. Net much more can 
be said in favor of the proposition to allow 
less than twelve jurors to rendera verdict. 
This would require a change in the Coustitu- 
mon, and there is no reason to believe it 


have been so long accustomed to the princi- 
ple of unanimous verdicts that they regard 
any change in this respech particularly in 
criminal cases, as in the nature of a danger- 
ous innovation. If the press and bar of 
Illinois were unanimous in favor of such a 
change it would take a prolonged agitation 
to arouse the people and get the necessary 
number of votes to bring it about. Mean- 
while practicable measures of law reform 
would be negiected, and it is, perhaps, for 
this reason that lawyers are found urging a 
general firing in the air rather than the dis- 
cussion of measures which might be easily 
reached and adopted. 

Instead of battling with the tubs thrown 
out by the bar association the people and 
their representatives in the Legisiature 
should give their attention to propositions 
which are entirely practicable. Recommen- 
dations of that character come oftener from 
the bench than the bar. Judge Elliott Antho- 
ny has exposed the abusive practice by which 
attorneys have usurped the function of the 
court in examining veniremen. Convinced 
of the evil of this practice and that it has no 
support iu law, Judge Horton had the cour- 
age to rule against it and go back to the 
sound doctrine of the common law, defying 
recent lawyer-made precedents. It is, per- 
haps, too much to expect other Judges to 
show equal courage, although they ougnt not 
to tate to resume their functions merely 
because the lawyers have usurped them. An 
act of the Legisiature will be needed, how- 
ever, to take the examination of veniremen 
out of the hands of the lawyers and give it 
to the Judge who is in a position to perform 
the duty promptly, efficiently, and in the 
interest of public justice. If such had 
been the practice in the Cronin case a jury 
would have been secured m a few days, or a 
week at most, and it would not have been 
Culverized. Such an examination as aJudge 
would make must have sbown Culver’s dis- 
qualification and led to his exciusion from 
the box. When the common-law function of 
examining veniremen is restored to the Judge 
he should also be required to charge the jury 
orally and in his own way, and not accord- 
ing to the dictation of the criminal at the 
bar, as at present. These reforms, which 
can be readily secured by acts of the Leg- 
islature, would greatly promote the adminis- 
tration of justice in Illinois. Such changes 
would amount toa return to the sound doc- 
trines of the common law and a correction of 
the usurpations practiced on the bench by 
the bar. Public attention should be concen- 
trated on there practicable reforms and not 
diverted to misleading schemes. 


MAJAH JONES’ §00-MILE CIRCLE ARGU- 
: MENT. 

Majah Jones rested his case for the World’s 
Fair in his argument before the Senate com- 
mittee.on a letter by Mr. Hyde, who has just 
stepped down and out as Postmaster at St. 
Louis, which tells the whole story. Tne 
point of the ex-Postmaster’s plea, on which 
the whole Nepublie concern rests its case, 
is that within a radius of 500 miles of St. 
Louis there are more people than within a 
cifcie of equal diameter of which this city is 
the center. The figures are incorrect, for he 
leaves out of bis count the millions of Cana- 
dians who come within the Chicago circle 
and who will attend a Fair if held here, but 
wili not goto St. Louis. But let that pass. 
Mr. Hyde and Majah Jones and Gov. Francis, 
his indorsers, admit in effect that their city 
cannot draw people living at a greater distance 
than 500 miles to a Worid’s Fair held there. 
That is as far as the attraction of gravitation 
of the half-million people living on the Mis- 
sissippi would extend in case they got the Fair, 
which is doubtiess correct. That is the limit 
—and more than the limit—of we drawing 
powers of any Fair which might be held at 
St. Louis. But Chicago confines herself to 
no such circle. Her position is misstated by 
Mr. Hyde when he pretends that her ambi- 
uon has such narrow confines. Chicago has 
never limited herself to a 5800-mile circle. 
She has felt that tne Fair she might give 
would be visitea by everybody within a 
radius of more than a thousand miles. If 
balf a million people living 300 miles south- 
west from the center of the American Fair- 
going population exert an attractive infiu- 
eace for 500 miles on every side, it is certain 
that 1,200,000 people almost at the center of 
the white population of the country will 
draw people for more than a thousand miles 
around. 

Messrs. Hyd@ and Jones may think they 
have dane great things when they claim that 
27,000,000 people constitute the population 
their city can draw from to their Fair. Chi- 
cago feels that her attractions are so much 
greater that she can draw from at least G- 
000,000, from Boston and Quebec on one side 
to Sen Francisco and Victoria on another, 
and to New Orleans, Galveston, and Charies- 
ton on another. 

Mr. Hyde ignores utterly tne contention of

the other day lacking Dut a few months of 
rounding à full century of life. He had seen 
and known much of what now seems to us to 
be historical and belonging to other ages. He 
had lived under every adential Adminis- 
tration from Washington to Harrison. He 
cast his first vote for n Quincy Adams 
and his last one for ent Harrison. 
When Washington was inaugurated the 
country had four millions of peopie, He 
lived to see u grow to sixty-five millions. 
In his early youth the country had but thir- 
teen States and was but 6 narrow strip be- 
tween tle Alleghanies and the Atlantic, 
reaching from Boston to Savannah. He 
lived to see it include forty-two States. In 
his boyhood’s days there were no steam en- 
gines, steamboats, railroads, or telegraphs, 
and the lightning had not yet been drawn 
down from the clouds and utilized by man. 
He lived to see the first steamer plow its 
slow way down the Hudson, rode on the first 
railroad in the United States, and witnessed 
the wonders of electricity.. He saw all the 
industries of the country established and de- 
veloped, and the Governmest built up from its 
rude beginnings to the most powerful Nation 
on earth. He badjhopvobbed with De Witt 
Clintoa, Burr, end Hamilton. He saw the 
rise and fall of Napoleon Bonaparte and the 
political cnanges of Franc from Louis XVI. 
to President Carnot. He saw the downfall 
of the House of Habsburg- Lorraine, the Third 
Interregnum, the rise of the Hohenzollernas, 
and;the founding of the German Empire. 
The last four representatives of the House of 
Hanover, George III., Geoxge IV., William 
IV., and Victoria, governed England during 
his time. He bad seen seven Popes in the 
Vatican and the finai unifi¢ation of Italy, the 
entire reign of the House f Orange in the 
Netherlands, nine sovereigns exercising 
power in Portugal and five Czars in Russia. 
During his life there were twelve different 
administrations in Spain, and the House of 
Bourbon three times rose and fell. Five Sul- 
tans rose and passed away in Turkey during 
his time. He was already s young man when 
the founder of the present dynasty reigned 
in Egypt. He saw India| grow up into a 
great Empire under twenty Eugtish Govern- 
ors-General, and Australia transformed 
from a land ofsavages to one of the most 
powerful English colonies. All the wonder- 
fui developments of modern science have 
transpired within bis lifetime, as well as the 
splendid progress of education, the liberal 
changes in theology, and the marvelous in- 
veotons of labor-saving machinery. All this 
was accomplished in one man’s lifetime. 
Looking backward over his span and realiz- 
ing what immense strides the world bas 
made, who can foresee what may occur in 
the life of the child bora this year who shall 
leave the worid in 1990? Dr. Candee lived 
to escape the microbes whose habits are now 
being investigated by the busy scientists. 
His vital machinery did ite legitimate work 
until it was worn out. Perhaps long before 
the infant of this year becomes a centena- 
rian the microbe will be hunted down and 
exterminated, ana all men will live out their 
natural lives or even discover the secrets of 
the days of Methuselah and the patriarchs. 


DEMOCRATIC IGNORANCE OF AMERICAN 
HISTORY. 

A Democratic paver, with the customary 
ignorance of history which has come to be 
taken for granted in journals of that class, 
says: 

No other battle that the Americans ever fought 
with a foreign foe was of greater value than that 
of New Orleans. Because it was waged after the 
treaty of peace had been signed ut is perhaps 
natural for ill-informed persons to imagine that 
the battle was useless, but it had an effect Which 
was lasting and which will never be effaced.

There bave been battles of vast importance 
fought on American soil against foreign 
foes. Among them was Bunker Hill, 
where the militia learned that they could 
stand up against regulars. There was Sara- 
toga, which secured che French alliance. 
Bennington was of greater value than New 
Orleans. So was Plattsburg, but for which 
peace would not have been made so soon, 

It did not require New Orleans to teach the 
English that Americans would fight, That 
fact bad been borne in on them by the ragged 
Continentals many years before, What the 
fight did prove was the incurable tendency 
of English Generals to make gross blunders 
in tactics. Had Pakenham instead ot march- 
ing his men right up to the muzzles of the 
American riflemen; where they were shot 
down like sheep, as were the men whom 
Braddock commanded, made an intelligent 
use of his superiority in infantry and artil- 
lery he could have disposed of his adversa- 
ries with little difficulty. 

The British laid themseives out to be de- 
feated at New Urleaus. They have been re- 
peating the same blunder for centuries, and 
will probably never cease ‘committing it. 
Gen. Jackson should have blessed his stars 
that Pakenham was, like himself, a hot-headed 
fighter and not @ tactician. 1 |

Every writer of consequence, British or Amer- 
ican, who has intelligentiy disoussed the baar- 
ings of the victory has assumed, quite ad a mat- 
ter of course, that t Pakenham had taken New 
Orleans. securing the military key to the conti- 
nent, reasons as plentiful as blackberries would 
have been found for not relinquishing his con- 
quest, and that nothing. in the Treaty of Ghent 
would nave been permitted to control Great 
Britain's conduct in the matter. 

This assumption is founded upon the entire 
history of Great Britain. It has never hagpeded 
yet that that country has voluntarily relinquished 
anything of value merely because of moral con- 
siderations. 


What writers of consequence have assumed 
this! Name them. But is the World so ig- 
norantof American nature as not to know that 
such a shameless breach of public faith as it 
suggests would have put an end to all 
thoughts of peace till the outrage had been 
atoned for? Does it not know that such an 
act would have made the Federalists of New 
England as eager for continuing the war to 
the bitter end as the riflemen of the West? 
There would have been no peace tiil Paken- 
ham had been driven from New Orleans. 

Whatever England might bave wanted to 
do after learning that New Orleans was hers, 
she would have borne in mind the fact that 
she was dealing with a Nation of over eight 
million warlhke people, and that it would not 
be safe to break a treaty in the manner 
suggested by the World.. There is uo reason 
to believe, therefore, that she would have 
tried to hangonto New Orleans even if it 
had fallen into her hands, a6 she would have 
recognized the impossibility of holding it. 


WAR AMONG THE SCIENTISTS, 

A scandal of no ordinary dimensions has 
broken out in the Geological Survey, grave 
charges having been made against Maj. Pow- 
ell, Director of the Survey, and Prof. O. C. 
Marsh of Yale College, President of the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences, by Prof. E. D. 
Cope, the Philadeiphia paleontotogist and a 
member of the faculty of the University of 
Pennsylvania. These three are, the princi- 
pals in the affair, but Prof. Cope’s charges 
are supplemented by damaging statements 
from Prof. 8. W. Williston of Yale College, 
Prof. W. B. Scott of Princeton, and Dr. Fra- 
zer of the Franklin Institute of Philadelphia. 
Up to date these are all the parties immedi- 
ately concerned, but the arena of the con- 
troversy is daily widenifig@ and it is not 
impossible that all the scientists in the coun- 
try may yet take a hand in the bitter fight. 

The rumpus was inaugurated by Prof. 
Cope, who, with some of his associates, has 
long been dissatisfied with the conduct of 
the survey under Director Powell and Prof, 
Marsh. His charges against Maj. Powell, 
briefiy stated, are that he bas turned the 
survey into a  politico-scientific monop 
oly, run on machine methods; that he 
bas plagiarized and duphcated the 
work of State geologist# and past 
surveys; that in order to obtain appropria- 
tions for the survey he has made it an asy- 
lum for Congressmen’s sons; that he has 
provided sinecures for journalists in order to 
disarm criticism; and that he has doled out 
Government money among college professors 
and other scientists to secure their good will 
towards himself and the survey. Thus much 
for Maj. Powell. As to Prof. Marsh it is 
charged that he schemed with Maj. Powell to 
get elected Presid ant of the National Academy 
of Sciences, so as to use that institu hon for 
their mutual purposes, and that it has been 
used to boom the survey; that through con- 
nivance with Powell he has stored immense 
Government collections at Yale, and so 
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professors in coll and geologists in genera 
whom he believes e all in league ast him, 
make it impossible for him to associate on terms 
of coiiperation with other men engaged in kin- 
dred work. 


Thus the fight stands at present, but itis 
only in its incipieney. The scientists all over 
the country aré arraying themselves ac- 
cording to their gonvictions or their preju- 
dices behind the banners of Cope or Powell 
and Marsh as tne case may be. Phe embers 
which have burst out into so fierce a blase 
have long been smoldering, and before they 
are extinguishea there is no telling how far 
the con flagration may extend. All savant- 
dom is agog and feady for the fray, and any 
day may witness @ general onset and crash 
between the consolidated columns of geology 
and paleonwlogy, with all the other ologies 
careering about as sharpshooters and out- 
riding guerrillas, That such passions can 
disturb the ordinarily peaceful scientific 
breast will seem astonishing, but alas, the 
votariewof the oldies and the artists of the 
fossils, the glacial periods, and prehistoric 
men are only human after all. We hope, 
however, they may go slow until the infiu- 
enza is over, and remember that overheating 
always invites attacks from “la grippe.“ 


Gen. CHALMERS, Who has been a member of 
Congress for the Mississippi shoestring dis- 
trict and knows the ins and outs of the Mis- 
sissippi method, has written @ letter in re- 
ply to the statements of Democrats that tne 
recent election in Jackson was a fair one.

This shows 
that many of those who have been in the 
habitof making é@pplications during tne last 
two or three years have become discouraged 
at their persisteut refusal, sold their prop- 
erty, and gone into other busmess. In this 
respect high license has the* advantage of 
prohibition, since under prohibvitory legisia- 
tion the retail dealers pursue their methods 
through drug stores, elub-houses, and back- 
door arrangements without paying anything 
for the privileg Year by year the busi- 
ness has steadily declined in Philadelphia, 
and proportionately with it the amount of 
drun kenness and volume of crime. 


AN important arrest was made by Ius pector 
Byrnes in New York the other day which has 
déveloped a case of more than ordinary in- 
terest. On the memorable dark day last 
month two bars of silver bullion, yalued at 
$2,200, were stolen from a truck by a gang of 
thieves, who sold it the same day to a junk 
man for $14, the latter weighing it and pay- 
ing the price of common soft solder. The 
next day the thieves learned from the papers 
that their plunder was silver and demanded 
full pay, which Was more than the junkman 
could raise, Upon refunding the money he 
gave up the silver, but for weeks the young 
thieves had an elephant on their hands. At 
last they dispose@ of it to a shrewd English 
thief, who managed to cut it up and gradu- 
ally disposed of it by selling it at the assay 
office, thus making Uncle Sam the receiver 
of stolen property. The detective force got 
wind of the négotiations, and by pumping 
the junk dealer, who, strange as it may seem, 
thought the silver was solder when he bought 
it, managed to arrest the entire gang. :

The Sriltiant Prospects of Sioux City t- 
lated Upon by William Gordon—Beet- 
Sugar Manufacturing in Nebraska fa = 

a Fair Way te Become a Large and Far- 
ing Industry — Complaint by a Cattie- 
man That the Business Is Overdone. 


_ William Gordon is one of the half-dozen men 
who made Sioux City. Mr. Gordon went there 
when he first came to this country, on the advice 
of President Ackerman of the Lilinois Central. 
He foretold the future of the place, and Mr. Gor- 
don went there and waited for that future to 
come. He didn’t wait idly, however, and now 
his name is among the directors of about every 
enterprise in the city, 

“The future of Sioux City was settled when 
the Inter-State Commerce act became a law,” 
said Mr. Gordon at the Grand Pacific yesterday. 
It had the geographical situation fora great 
city, but geographical situation counted for 
nothing so long as railroad rates were made 
without regard to distance.

New York, Jan. 14.—"To what extent, if 
any, shouid religion be taught in the public | 


schools?” was the question which engaged 
the attention of the Presbyterian Union of 


this ci 

Opera- assembly room last night. The 
discussion was opened by the Rev. Josiah 
Strong, D. D., Corresponding Secretary of 
the United States Evangelical Alliance, 
He began by attacking the educational 
theories of the Catholic Church. He said that 
the Catholic system proposes to divide the 
school fund, if ble, and, if that is not 
possible, to establish parochial schools. 
He, said that the attitude of the 
Catholic hierarchy toward the public 
schools now demands attention; that 
the 6000 Catholic parochial schools, 
the seventy-five colleges, and the new Catho- 
lic university at Washington ali show that 
the Catholics mean business. The difficulty 
had been met with one proposition, which 
was to secularize the schools, Then the 
Catholics call them Godless; they say that 
their children cannot be conscientiously sent 
to the public schools. This, he said, shows 
that the Cathohe system is un-American. He 
argued that it is not practicable to divide the 
school funds, because each denomination 
would require its share to set apart for its 
children. He denied that the public schools 
are now Protestant, and asserted that this is 
clearly shown by the fact that distinctively 
Protestant doctrines are not taught. He de- 
nied that there is any grofind for complaint 
by Catholics as to the present conduct of the 
schools. 

Speaking of the complaints made by secu- 
larists, he said that the separation of Church 
and State is well enough, but it does not 
necessarily involve the disregard of religion. 
He urged that it can be no violation of any- 
body’s right when undenominational religion 
is taught, and this, he claimed, is ali the re- 
ligion that is taught—the great fundamental

Prices for Iron and Steel Firm, 

New Yorx, Jan. 15.— [Special.] — There 
have been no striking developments in the 
market for iron ar steel productions the last 
few days. Constmers appear to have under 
contract a sufficient supply of crude muterial 
to tide over their wants for some time ahead, 
their contracts involving deliveries running 
from sixty days to six months. Buyers of 
finishea and partly finished productions are 
also favorably situated in this particular. 
Prices for foundry iron do not vary 
mucn from about $20 for No. IX, and 
$19 for No. 2X. Forge iron is bringing 
about $18 at eastern furnace and on Besse- 
mer tne range is 53024 at furnace, accord- 
ing to the location of the works. In old 
material there is not enough doing to deter- 
mine market values; about $28@29 is quoted 
for old rails and for wrought scrap. 
Steel rails do not appear to be obtainable at 
less than $85 at rn mills, and correspond- 
ing prices prevailin the West. Billets and 
slabs are valued at about $36@37 at the 
works and wire rods at about $52, while 
foreign rods cost about 57 to import.

He said 
that the fight is really a triangular one be- 
tween the Roman Catholics, the secularists, 
and the religious unsectarians. The Catho- 
lic Church hoids that teaching beiongs to the 
church and not tothe State. Its attitude is 
one of uncompromising hostility to the pub- 
lic schools. e concluded that there should 
be in our schools moral instruction based on 
broad, tolerant, generous, non-sectarian 
Christianity. He earnestly insisted that it 
is no mixture of Church and State to recog- 
nize Christian morality in the schools. The 
church educates for the purpose of salvation 
of souls. The State educates for the purpose 
of regulating the moral conduct of men on 
earth. 

The Rev. Dr. Howard Crosby summed up 
the discussion in five minutes. He said that 
we have been.subjeci to an educational craze 
in which we bave got away from the true 
idea of American institutions. “The State 
is doing work it has no business to do,“ he 
said. It has no right to be teaching the 
higher education. The best thing that could 
be done with the Normal College—and I hope 
President Hunter is here to hear me—would» 
be to turn it into a grand central police sta- 
tion. [Laughter.] The best thing that 
could ve done with the College of the 
City of New Lors would be to turn it 
into a® prison for boodlers. [Laughter.} 
1 think we have no more right to instruct 
freely the children of all citizens in the 
higher mathematics and the calculus and 
philosophy thau we would bave to tax tue 
people to give each child $1,000 to set him up 
in business. And on the same democratic 
American principle I think that half of what 
is done in the public schools could be done 
away. with. The only argument for schools 
established by the Government at ali is to 
make citizens able to understand what our 
Government is. In other words, we should 
only teach children in the public schools to 
read, to write, to cipher, to know what the 
American Constitution is. That shouid be 
the entire curriculum in the public schools.
